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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


To  the  Governor  of  Illinois: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  “An 
Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  state,”  approved 
June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is  organized,  the 
Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library  submit  their  seventeenth 
annual  report,  for  the  year  1911. 

As  a  result  of  the  municipal  election  in  April,  the  ex-officio 
membership  of  the  Board  of  Directors  has  been  changed,  and 
the  Board  is  now  composed  of  the  following  persons :  E.  VV. 
Blatchford,  Robert  T.  Lincoln,  Henry  W.  Bishop,  John  M. 
Clark,  Frank  S.  Johnson,  Peter  Stenger  Grosscup,  Marvin 
Hughitt,  Thomas  D.  Jones,  John  J.  Mitchell,  Leonard  A. 
Busby,  Robert  Forsyth,  Chauncey  Keep  and  Frederick  H. 
Rawson,  together  with  Carter  H.  Harrison,  Mayor  of  Chicago, 
and  John  E.  Traeger,  Comptroller,  ex-officio  members.

The  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  having  denied  the  petition  for 
a  rehearing  in  the  cases  involving  the  right  of  the  Library  to 
build  on  Grant  Park,  the  Directors  appointed  a  special  com¬ 
mittee  to  consider  and  report  on  the  question  of  the  permanent 
location  of  the  Library.  This  Committee  has  held  several  meet¬ 
ings  and  has  considered  many  plans,  but  as  yet  has  submitted 
no  final  report. 

The  year  has  seen  the  usual  growth  of  the  Library  and  also 
the  steady  increase  in  the  use  made  of  it  by  the  public.  It  now 
contains  286,829  volumes,  3,059  maps  and  plates,  and  some 
88,600  pamphlets.  It  receives  currently  3,426  periodicals  and 
9,587  other  serial  publications.  The  total  use  was  more  than 
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477,000  books  and  periodicals,  and  the  recorded  attendance  was 
143,858.  For  further  details  reference  is  made  to  the  appended 
report  of  the  Librarian. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  also  appended,  presents  the 
statement  of  the  income  and  expenditure  for  the  year  1911, 
together  with  a  statement  of  the  assets  and  investments,  as 
required  by  law.

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the 
Building  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  amount  of  the  surplus  for 
the  year,  $61,310.93,  less  the  balance  of  $2,251.83,  from  appropriation 
for  books,  etc.,  carried  to  Book  Purchase  Reserve  and  less  the  sixth 
annual  charge  of  $7,000.00  against  the  Medical  Library  Purchase 
Suspense  Account,  making  a  total  to  the  credit  of  the  Building  Fund 
of  $1,006,967.56. 

The  Book  Fund  has  been  increased  by  the  amount  of  the  invest¬ 
ment  during  the  year,  less  depreciation,  and  now  stands  at  $452,623.80. 

The  income  of  the  Huntington  W.  Jackson  Fund  has  been  ex¬ 
pended  for  books.

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To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  The  John  Crerar  Library. 

Gentlemen: — There  have  been  few  features  of  special  interest 
in  the  working  of  the  Library  during  the  past  year.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  the  amount  of  the  work  done  for  the  public  has  increased 
noticeably  and  the  collections  of  the  Library  have  been  materi¬ 
ally  improved. 

Rooms.  A  bronze  tablet  in  memory  of  the  late  Huntington 
Wolcott  Jackson  has  been  presented  to  the  Library  and  for¬ 
mally  accepted  by  the  Board.  It  was  unveiled  at  the  quarterly 
meeting  in  June,  and  personal  invitations  to  view  it  were  sent 
by  the  Library  to  a  number  of  Colonel  Jackson’s  friends.  It 
has  been  placed  on  the  wall  at  the  left  of  the  entrance  to  the 
rooms  of  the  Library,  and  a  suitable  place  is  to  be  provided  for 
it  in  the  permanent  building. 

The  indirect  system  of  lighting  has  been  extended  over  the 
official  catalogue  and  the  offices.  Longer  experience  confirms 
the  opinion  that  under  suitable  conditions  the  system  is  the 
best  for  prolonged  use  of  artificial  light,  but  that  it  is  not  always 
so  recognized  by  persons  accustomed  to  more  concentrated 
illumination.  For  this  reason  it  has  been  supplemented  to  some 
extent  by  table  lights  in  the  reading  rooms. 

The  present  stacks  are  calculated  to  hold  320,000  volumes 
and  now  contain  nearly  300,000,  including  the  pamphlets  and 
unentered  material.  The  margin  is  too  small  for  the  comforta¬ 
ble  distribution  of  new  books,  and  some  provision  for  additional 

* 

storage  should  be  made  very  soon.  The  provision  for  readers 
is  more  ample  and  will  probably  be  sufficient,  except  at  the 
most  crowded  times,  as  long  as  the  present  lease  runs. 

Department  of  Medical  Sciences.  When  the  medical  collec¬ 
tion  of  The  Newberry  Library  was  acquired  in  1906,  it  was 
recognized  that  much  work  would  have  to  be  done  in  rounding 
it  out  and  that  this  would  require  the  services  of  some  one  well 
acquainted  with  medical  literature.  This  task  has  been  ably  and 
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satisfactorily  accomplished  by  General  Girard,  and  at  the  same 
time  he  has  represented  the  Library  in  a  dignified  and  appro¬ 
priate  manner  before  the  medical  profession  of  the  city,  and  has 
secured  for  it  the  active  friendship  of  many  physicians.  It  is 
with  great  regret,  therefore,  that  the  Library  loses  his  services 
as  Medical  Reference  Librarian,  because  of  his  removal  from 
Chicago. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  in  recataloguing  the  material 
still  under  the  Newberry  classification,  which  has  been  reduced 
from  376  shelves  to  350;  in  cataloguing  the  Senn  Collection,  the 
uncatalogued  portion  of  which  has  been  reduced  from  271 
shelves  to  234;  while  the  unaccessioned  portion  of  the  Geibel 
purchase  has  been  reduced  from  18  shelves  to  13  and  the  Martin 
purchase  has  been  wholly  accessioned.  These  gains,  however, 
are  more  than  balanced  by  the  Gradle  gift,  which  is  as  yet 
unopened. 

Special  Collections.  Two  new  special  collections  have  been 
established:  the  Chanute  Collection  on  Aviation  and  the  Henry 
Gradle  Memorial  on  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

The  Chanute  Collection  consists  of  the  technical  portion  of 
the  library  of  the  late  Octave  Chanute,  presented  by  his  family. 
As  received,  it  consisted  of  nearly  one  thousand  volumes  and  more 
than  that  number  of  pamphlets.  By  agreement  with  the  donors 
the  scope  is  to  be  limited  to  aviation,  and  the  Library  will  add  to 
the  three  hundred  volumes  bearing  directly  on  this  subject  other 
volumes  in  value  fully  equivalent  to  those  shelved  elsewhere  or 
disposed  of  as  duplicates. 

The  Henry  Gradle  Memorial  has  been  established  by  the 
widow  and  son,  with  an  endowment  of  $2,000  The  nucleus 
is  the  private  library  of  Dr.  Gradle,  some  four  thousand  vol¬ 
umes,  but  to  these  will  be  added  the  books  on  the  subject 
already  in  the  Library  and  the  collection  will  be  kept  up  to 
date  by  the  income  from  the  fund. 

From  the  proceeds  of  its  special  fund  fourteen  volumes  have 
been  added  to  the  Huntington  W.  Jackson  Collection  on  Con¬ 
stitutional  Law,  which  now  contains  579  titles,  of  which  63 
have  been  purchased  from  the  fund. 

The  Senn  Collection  is  still  in  process  of  adjustment.  The 
progress  in  cataloguing  it  has  been  mentioned,  but  the  transfer 
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to  it  of  the  material  on  surgery  must  be  postponed  until  more 
shelf  room  is  available. 

The  Laufer  purchase  of  Orientalia,  while  not  forming  a 
special  collection  in  the  same  sense  as  the  preceding,  may  for 
convenience  be  mentioned  here.  The  boxes  have  been  unpacked 
and  the  contents  arranged  on  shelves  in  a  room  very  kindly 
placed  at  our  service  by  The  Newberry  Library.  Dr.  Laufer 
states  that  the  books  have  been  of  great  assistance  to  him  in  his 
work  at  the  Field  Museum,  and  though  its  availability  is  not 
generally  known,  it  has  been  consulted  by  one  other  scholar. 
It  is  hoped  that  plans  for  cataloguing  it  can  be  laid  before  the 
Directors  at  some  time  in  the  coming  year. 

Routine.  No  important  changes  in  routine  have  been  made 
except  that  in  ordering,  mentioned  later,  and  the  adoption  for 
the  subject  index  of  the  synonyms  and  forms  used  by  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  the  consultation  of  that  Library  when¬ 
ever  a  new  subject  not  in  their  list  is  under  consideration.  It 
is  felt  that  uniformity  among  libraries  on  this  point  is  worth 
the  sacrifice  of  individual  preferences,  however  well  founded.  A 
liberal  use  of  general  cross-references  will  prevent  any  serious 
inconvenience  to  readers. 

Attendance.  The  total  number  of  visitors  recorded  during 
the  year  was  143,858  and  the  daily  average  was  462,  an  in¬ 
crease  of  four  per  cent  over  the  figures  of  1910,  which  were 
1 38,353  and  442  respectively.  The  increase  is  larger  than  that 
of  the  previous  year,  is  more  than  one-half  of  the  average  in¬ 
crease  since  the  opening  of  the  Library,  and  is  more  than  could 
have  been  expected.  Possibly  some  part  of  it  is  due  to  the 
publication  and  general  distribution  of  the  sketch  of  the  Library 
in  “ Educational  Opportunities  in  Chicago .” 

The  evening  attendance,  88,  was  one  less  than  in  1909  and 
1910.  The  average  attendance  on  the  five  general  holidays  fell 
from  319  to  173,  a  considerable  part  of  the  loss  being  due  to 
an  unusually  small  attendance  on  July  4th.  The  smallest  attend¬ 
ance  of  the  year  was  88,  on  that  date,  and  the  largest  was  863, 
on  January  21st.  The  figures  for  1910  were  140  and  863 
respectively.  No  statistics  were  kept  of  the  attendance  in  the 
Senn  Room,  but  it  is  thought  to  have  increased  in  about  the 
same  ratio  as  the  total  attendance.

Use.  The  recorded  number  of  calls  for  periodicals  from  the 
alcove  is  about  the  same  as  in  1910,  being  19,707  as  against 
19,990.  The  decrease  is  significant  only  as  indicating  that  peri¬ 
odical  readers  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  seats  at 
the  tables. 

On  the  other  hand,  as  was  said  last  year,  the  notable  increase 
in  the  recorded  number  of  calls  for  books  from  the  stacks 
from  124,819  to  139,386,  can  mean  only  a  gratifying  increase  in 
the  more  serious  use  of  the  Library.  Using  the  same  factor  as 
in  previous  years  the  total  use  of  the  Library  in  191 1  may  be  esti¬ 
mated  at  477,000  books  and  periodicals. 

A  detailed  classification  of  the  call  slips  for  books  and  peri¬ 
odicals  and  of  admissions  to  the  stack  is  given  in  the  second  table 
of  library  statistics.  The  following  table  gives  a  comparison 
of  the  totals  and  percentages  for  each  department  with  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1910 :

As  will  be  seen,  every  department  shows  a  substantial  increase  r 
and  in  almost  exactly  the  same  proportion.  This  is  not  quite 
true  of  the  calls  for  particular  subjects;  landscape  gardening 
shows  a  decrease  of  two-fifths  and  twelve  other  subjects  show 
slight  decreases;  while  philology  shows  an  increase  of  two-thirds, 
and  cyclopedias,  religion,  and  biology,  increases  of  one-half. 
It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  on  all  these  subjects,  except 
biology,  the  Library  has  few  books  and  comparatively  few 
readers,  so  that  their  use  naturally  varies  more  widely.  There 
have  been  changes  also  in  the  six  leading  subjects  and  their  rel¬ 
ative  positions.  Medicine  replaces  engineering  in  the  first  place, 
history  and  geography  replace  chemical  technology  in  the  sixth, 
making  the  order  for  1911  :  medicine,  engineering,  political  econ¬ 
omy,  trade  and  transportation,  physics,  history  and  geography. 

While  the  proportion  of  calls  to  visitors  does  not  vary 
greatly,  as  a  rule,  yet  it  does  vary  enough  to  made  the  maxima 
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fall  on  very  different  days.  The  largest  attendance  was  863  on 
January  21st,  when  823  calls  were  presented,  while  the  largest 
number  of  calls  was  964  on  November  18th,  when  the  attend¬ 
ance  was  782.  While  the  smallest  attendance,  88,  and  the 
smallest  number  of  calls,  138,  both  fell  on  July  4th,  yet  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  proportion  of  the  latter  was  very  much  larger 
than  the  average  for  the  year. 

The  admissions  to  the  stack  were  2,460,  an  increase  of  30. 
Of  the  admissions  recorded,  1,638  were  by  registration  and  822 
on  presentation  of  26  passes.  Three  additional  passes  have  been 
granted,  making  96  nominally  in  force. 

The  loans  for  use  outside  the  Library  were  one-half  more 
than  in  1910.  There  were  granted  184  requests  from  43  libra¬ 
ries  and  29 7  requests  from  122  individuals.  Seven  requests 
from  libraries  were  refused.  In  1910  the  loans  were  332  and 
the  refusals  ten.  In  seven  cases  the  books  loaned  were  asked 
for  while  out.  It  may  be  well  to  note  that  nearly  all  the  loans 
to  individuals  are  for  very  short  periods,  chiefly  over  night  or 
over  Sunday. 

The  calls  for  assistance  by  telephone  were  610,  and  the  re¬ 
quests  for  information  by  letter  were  204.  The  figures  for  1910 
were  480  and  144,  respectively. 

The  time  required  to  fill  calls  has  been  determined  in  the 
same  way  as  for  the  previous  year.  The  average  time  was  3.65 
minutes,  as  against  3.73.  A  decrease  in  the  face  of  the  increas¬ 
ing  congestion  of  the  stacks  and  of  the  consequent  irregularities 
in  the  shelving  is  very  creditable  to  the  attendants. 

The  record  of  the  causes  of  failures  to  supply  books  called 
for,  which  should  have  been  supplied,  is  as  follows:  at  bindery, 
320;  otherwise  unavailable  temporarily,  mostly  stolen  and  not  yet 
replaced,  48;  in  use  by  another  reader,  764;  withdrawn  from 
general  circulation,  60;  not  found  on  shelves,  260;  errors  of 
library  assistants  or  records,  64;  total,  1,516.  The  total  is  1.09 
per  cent  of  the  total  call  slips  presented,  while  in  1910  the 
percentage  was  1.52.  Excluding  the  first  four  causes  as  unavoid¬ 
able,  the  avoidable  failures  were  324,  or  0.23  per  cent,  the 
same  as  in  1910. 

Publications.  In  April  the  Library  issued  its  Sixteenth 
Annual  Report,  a  pamphlet  of  66  pages.  An  edition  of  5,500 
copies  was  printed  and  distributed. 
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In  May  the  Library  issued  a  List  of  Books  on  the  History  of 
Science.  Its  preparation  was  begun  in  1902,  but  the  publication 
has  been  delayed  in  order  that  it  might  be  as  comprehensive  as 
possible,  for  it  was  found  that  many  of  the  works  in  this  field 
were  out  of  print  and  difficult  to  obtain.  Indeed,  so  many 
which  were  ordered  long  ago  have  been  received  since  printing 
the  list,  that  the  publication  of  a  supplement  in  the  near  future 
is  under  consideration. 

The  material  is  for  the  most  part  arranged  according  to  the 
system  of  the  public  card  catalogue,  but  it  is  widely  scattered 
there.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  list  by  bringing  it 
together,  and  because  there  are  very  few  bibliographies  on  the 
subject,  will  prove  of  interest  to  others  than  specialists.  The 
work  contains  over  1800  titles  and  forms  a  volume  of  297  pages 
printed  in  the  usual  style  of  these  bibliographical  publications. 
It  was  edited  by  the  Cataloguer,  Mr.  A.  G.  S.  Josephson. 

The  List  of  Books  on  the  History  of  Arts  and  Industries 
should  be  ready  for  the  press  during  the  year,  although  here  also 
the  delay  in  the  receipt  of  books  ordered  long  ago  is  a  tempta¬ 
tion  to  postpone.  Work  has  been  begun  on  a  new  edition  of  the 
List  of  Bibliographies  of  Special  Subjects ,  and  will  be  carried  on 
together  with  the  final  revision  of  the  historical  material.  It  is 
proposed  to  issue  this  edition  in  parts,  one  for  each  department 
of  the  Library. 

In  February  280  additional  copies  of  the  Handbook  were 
printed. 

The  number  of  the  various  publications  remaining  in  stock 
has  been  redetermined  and  the  results  are  given  in  the  following 
table,  which  shows  their  distribution  during  the  year:

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The  Library  has  also  taken  part  in  the  publication  in  June, 
by  the  Council  for  Library  and  Museum  Extension,  of  a  pam 
phlet  of  80  pages,  entitled  Educational  Opportunities  in  Chicago. 
The  four  pages  assigned  to  the  Library  were  used  for  an  abstract 
of  its  Handbook,  giving  very  briefly  its  history,  plan,  scope,  and 
resources. 

Also  through  the  Council,  the  Library  co-operated  with 
The  Newberry  Library  and  the  Chicago  Public  Library  in 
the  preparation  of  a  Check  List  of  Books  and  Pamphlets  on  Muni¬ 
cipal  Government  Found  in  the  Free  Public  Libraries  of  Chicago. 
This  was  published  by  the  Chicago  Public  Library  and  issued 
in  September  in  connection  with  the  International  Congress  and 
Exposition  on  Municipal  Government.  It  is  a  pamphlet  of  44 
pages,  containing  about  800  titles,  and  is  limited  to  works  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  general  subject  and  its  application  to  Chicago  in 
particular. 

Printed  Cards.  The  distribution  of  one  copy  of  each  cat¬ 
alogue  card  to  the  Armour  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago 
Public  Library,  Field  Museum  of  Natural  History,  Library  of 
Congress,  Northwestern  University,  University  of  Chicago,  and 
the  University  of  Illinois  has  been  continued;  also  the  sending 
of  one  copy  of  each  card  printed  by  the  Library  to  Harvard 
University,  New  York  State  Library,  Princeton  University, 
University  of  Michigan,  and  Yale  University.  To  the  second 
list  there  have  been  added  during  the  year  the  Cincinnati  Pub¬ 
lic  Library,  the  St.  Louis  Public  Library,  and  the  University  of 
California.  Several  new  partial  orders  have  been  filled,  the 
more  important  being  from  the  Aero  Club  of  Illinois,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Landscape  Gardening  at  Harvard,  and  the  Seattle  Public 
Library.  Two  partial  orders  have  been  canceled.  The  first 
instalments  sent  the  New  York  State  Library  were  destroyed 
in  the  fire  which  wrecked  their  rooms,  and  were  replaced,  the 
Directors  having  voted  a  special  appropriation  for  the  purpose. 
Even  with  this  assistance  it  was  not  possible  to  print  all  the 
cards  required  to  fill  all  the  orders  for  complete  sets.  About 
12,000  titles  will  have  to  be  reprinted  in  order  to  do  this,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  provision  will  be  made  for  the  purpose.  Notwith¬ 
standing  this  incompleteness,  the  total  distribution  was  by  far 
the  largest  ever  made,  amounting  to  467,286  cards,  of  which 
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74,820  were  sent  to  the  depository  libraries,  2,097  sent  as  gifts, 
and  390,369  sold  or  sent  in  exchange. 

From  the  Library  of  Congress  there  have  been  received  47,870 
cards,  making  a  total  of  480,928;  and  to  these  have  been  added 
558  from  Harvard  University,  making  a  total  of  481,486  in  the 
union  catalogue. 

The  very  recent  offer  of  the  Royal  Library  of  Berlin  to  furnish 
printed  cards  has  introduced  a  new  factor  into  the  problem. 
Not  only  is  the  question  of  subscription  to  all  their  cards  for 
the  union  catalogue  under  consideration,  but  it  may  prove 
possible  to  obtain  from  them  cards  for  all  current  German  works, 
most  of  which  are  not  obtainable  from  the  Library  of  Congress. 
In  that  case  the  character  of  the  work  done  at  the  Library 
may  be  altered  so  materially  as  to  make  our  printed  cards  of 
less  use  to  other  institutions. 

Selection  and  Ordering.  The  selection  of  new  works  is  fairly 
up  to  date  and  substantial  progress  has  been  made  in  the  revi¬ 
sion  of  the  older  titles.  In  the  ordering  some  gain  has  been 
made,  but  the  large  gifts,  the  purchases  en  bloc,  and  a  long 
absence  of  one  of  the  assistants  have  made  this  gain  smaller  than 
was  expected.  A  reversion  to  an  earlier  method  of  ordering  by 
subjects  gave  very  good  results  in  eliminating  much  unnecessary 
work,  but  very  bad  results  in  delaying  the  receipt  of  books 
which  were  in  frequent  demand.  It  is  proposed  to  try  a  com¬ 
promise  system  by  which  these  books  will  be  ordered  in  each 
subject  at  least  four  times  a  year  and  the  others  as  fast  as  this 
work  will  allow.  A  very  successful  experiment  in  co-operative 
buying  will  be  described  when  considering  the  purchases. 

During  the  year  8,483  orders  were  given.  Of  these  700 
failed  or  were  canceled,  leaving  7,783  valid  orders,  covering 
14,832  volumes  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $21,513.  Of  outstand¬ 
ing  orders,  7,820  were  filled,  covering  14,401  volumes  at  a  cost 
of  $23,552.  There  are  left  outstanding  2,314  orders,  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $3,253;  of  these  755  were  given  before 
January  1,  1911.  The  distribution  of  the  orders  of  the  year, 
of  the  total  to  the  end  of  1911,  and  the  estimated  cost,  to  the 
nearest  dollar,  are  given  in  the  second  table  of  library  statistics. 

Accessions.  The  total  accessions  of  volumes  for  19 11  have 
been  19,477,  of  which  5,076  have  been  received  as  gifts  and 
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14,401  obtained  by  purchase.  Volumes  made  by  binding  serials 
are  included  in  these  figures.  There  have  been  withdrawn  801 
volumes,  leaving  the  net  accessions  for  the  year  18,676,  which, 
with  the  268,153  reported  for  1910,  make  a  total  now  on  the 
books  of  286,829.  There  remain  to  be  entered  the  Laufer  pur¬ 
chase,  considerable  portions  of  the  Gerritsen,  Geibel,  and  Ehren- 
burg  purchases,  and  the  Gradle  gift. 

The  accessions  of  maps  and  plates  for  1911  were  278,  and 
the  total  entries  are  3.059. 

Except  those  in  the  Ehrenburg  library,  there  have  been 
few  pamphlets  obtained  by  purchase,  but  the  number  received 
as  gifts  was  13,858,  many  more  than  the  average,  though  many 
less  than  in  1910.  Author  slips  for  2,980  titles  were  filed  in 
the  official  catalogue  and  the  classified  collection  has  been 
increased  by  9,724  pamphlets.  The  last  number  includes  the 
preceding,  but  these  two  have  no  necessary  connection  with  the 
first.  Many  of  the  pamphlets  received  are  duplicates  and  many 
more  are  continuations  or  for  various  reasons  are  put  elsewhere 
than  in  the  pamphlet  collection.  On  the  other  hand,  many 
pamphlets  already  in  the  Library  have  been  classified  and  entered 
in  the  official  catalogue.  Of  the  9,724  net  accessions  to  the 
classified  collection,  856  were  from  the  Senn  Collection,  and 
some  400  from  other  accumulations,  leaving  some  8,500  as  the 
new  accessions  of  the  year.  The  total  in  the  Library  is  approx¬ 
imately  88,600.  Their  classification  is  shown  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  net 
accessions  for  19 11  and  of  the  totals  entered,  by  departments, 
together  with  the  percentages  of  the  bound  volumes:

The  disproportionately  large  percentage  of  accessions  in  the 
Social  Sciences  is  due  solely  to  the  purchase  of  a  large  collec¬ 
tion  of  British  Parliamentary  Papers;  the  disproportionately 
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small  percentage  in  the  Physical  Sciences  mainly  to  the  change 
in  the  method  of  ordering. 

The  periodicals  currently  received  are  3,426,  of  which  800  are 
received  as  gifts  and  2,626  by  subscription,  at  an  estimated  yearly 
cost  of  $9,266.35.  Their  classification  is  shown  in  the  second 
table  of  library  statistics. 

The  assistant  in  charge  of  the  Continuation  Record  reports 
1,734  titles  added  to  the  list  and  282  withdrawn,  leaving  9,587  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  About  3,689  are  obtained  by  subscription, 
at  a  cost  in  1911  of  $4,964.81.  These  furnished  1,366  volumes 
entered  on  the  record  of  accessions.  The  other  continuations 
were  received  as  gifts  or  in  exchange,  and  furnished  1,453 
volumes.  For  the  gifts  1,158  first  and  274  second  requests  were 
sent  and  14  reported  to  the  Librarian  for  personal  letters.  For 
the  purchases  287  first  and  7  second  notifications  were  sent 
and  4  reported  to  the  Librarian. 

The  purchases  of  the  year  were  greatly  affected  in  character 
by  the  experiment  already  mentioned.  Four  libraries,  Havard 
University,  Northwestern  University,  The  University  of  Chi¬ 
cago,  and  The  John  Crerar,  sent  a  joint  representative  to 
Europe.  They  were  fortunate  in  securing,  through  the  courtesy 
of  Northwestern  University,  the  services  of  its  Librarian,  Dr. 
Walter  Lichtenstein,  who  had  very  special  qualifications  for  the 
task.  Dr.  Lichtenstein  brought  together  for  Harvard  its 
Hohenzollern  Collection,  and  in  so  doing  obtained  an  exceptional 
familiarity  with  the  European  book  trade. 

Each  institution  was  free  to  give  its  commission  in  the  way 
that  seemed  to  best  suit  its  needs,  and  in  fact  no  two  commis¬ 
sions  were  in  the  same  terms  or  covered  the  same  field.  While 
it  is  understood  that  the  results  were  satisfactory  to  all,  it  is 
only  those  affecting  this  Library  which  have  any  place  here.  A 
commission  amounting  to  $5,000  was  given  with  instructions  to 
purchase  along  four  lines:  first,  out  of  print  books  which  the 
Library  had  tried  in  vain  to  obtain  from  the  regular  dealers; 
second,  from  lists  on  the  ethnology  of  Eastern  Europe  furnished 
by  Professor  Thomas  of  the  University  of  Chicago;  third,  to 
complete  or  fill  gaps  in  the  sets  of  serials;  fourth,  public  docu¬ 
ments.  Important  and  valuable  purchases  were  made  along  all 
these  lines:  over  100  titles  of  the  first;  nearly  100  of  the  second  ;

more  than  50  serials  were  completed  or  greatly  extended;  and 
quite  a  number  of  Italian  documents  secured.  The  purchases 
cover  all  the  departments  of  the  Library  and,  indeed,  most  of 
the  individual  subjects.  The  principal  object  of  the  experi¬ 
ment  was  to  obtain  books  which  could  not  be  obtained  through 
the  regular  channels  of  trade,  but  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to 
add  that,  after  allowing  for  all  expenses,  the  purchases  were 
made  at  less  cost  than  they  could  have  been  made  through 
these  channels. 

The  most  important  result  for  the  Library,  however,  was 
secured  by  the  action  of  our  representative,  relying  on  a  general 
understanding  rather  than  on  specific  instructions.  This  was 
the  purchase  of  the  library  of  the  late  Dr.  Karl  Ehrenburg, 
Privat-Docent  in  geography  at  the  University  of  Wurzburg. 
It  was  purchased  in  the  name  of  The  John  Crerar  Library,  but 
really  with  joint  interests.  Harvard  took  a  small  portion  on 
Franconia  for  its  Hohenzollern  Collection,  and  Northwestern  the 
long  sets  already  in  this  Library.  The  shipment  has  been  re¬ 
ceived  and  is  being  examined  and  separated  as  fast  as  possible. 
Exact  figures  cannot  be  given  at  present,  but  it  seems  probable 
the  Library  will  enter  about  1,000  volumes  and  250  maps  and 
add  1,000  pamphlets.  The  library  is  especially  strong  in  physi¬ 
cal  geography  and  geology,  and  the  descriptive  material  has  been 
collected  largely  with  reference  to  these  points.  The  duplica¬ 
tion  is  not  great,  while  the  total  cost,  even  before  adjustment 
with  the  other  libraries,  is  very  low. 

The  purchase  of  a  set  of  British  Parliamentary  Papers  run¬ 
ning,  with  very  few  gaps,  from  1878  to  1900  should  also  be  men¬ 
tioned.  The  five  years  that  were  duplicated  by  the  set  already 
in  the  Library  were  sold  to  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  the 
net  cost  of  the  set  materially  reduced.  Fortunately  most  of 
the  missing  volumes  are  obtainable  and  have  been  ordered. 

The  purchase  of  some  1600  railroad  reports  at  auction  proved 
to  be  of  exceptional  value.  About  400  were  added  to  the  files, 
some  of  them  of  early  date  and  great  interest.  A  considerable 
portion  of  the  duplicates  were  disposed  of  to  other  libraries  on 
priced  exchange. 

One  purchase  of  an  individual  work,  Hooker’s  leones  Plan- 
tarum,  should  also  be  mentioned. 
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As  has  been  stated,  more  than  fifty  serials  have  been  com¬ 
pleted.  It  would  take  too  much  space  to  name  them  all,  but 
among  the  more  important  ar Abhan diungen  der  kaiserlich- 
koniglichen  geologischen  Reichsanstalt ;  Abhandliingen  der 
mathematisch-physikalischen  Classe  der  kbniglichen  Bayerischen 
Akademie  der  Wissenschaften ;  Archivio  italiano  di  anatomia ; 
Botaniska  notiser;  Bulletin  de  la  Societe  beige  de  geologie ; 
Calcutta  Journal  of  Natural  History ;  Neue  Denkschiften  der 
allgemeinen  schweizerischen  Gesellschaft;  Polytechn  is  ekes  Central- 
blatt;  Schriften  der  Naturforsche?iden  Gesellschaft  in  Danzig. 

Thenumber  of  gifts,  though  considerably  smaller  than  in  1910, 
is  far  above  the  average,  and  the  steady  increase  in  the  number 
of  donors  indicates  the  widening  influence  of  the  Library. 
There  were  received  7,334  volumes  and  13,858  pamphlets  from 
3,020  donors.  The  volumes  entered  in  the  accession  record 
were  5,076.  The  figures  for  1910  were  8,106  volumes,  25,038 
pamphlets,  2,642  donors,  and  3,967  entries. 

Among  many  gifts  of  exceptional  interest  and  value  only 
a  few  can  be  mentioned  here.  Besides  the  Chanute  and  Gradle 
gifts,  collections  of  works  on  medicine  were  received  from  Drs. 
Henry  Bangs,  John  Owens  and  John  Ridlon;  one  on  insurance 
from  Mr.  C.  E.  Rollins,  and  more  general  ones  from  Mr.  Carl 
Boecklin,  Gen.  Martin  A.  Harding,  and  the  Chicago  School  of 
Civics  and  Philanthropy.  The  Chicago  Dental  Society  has  un¬ 
dertaken  to  subscribe  to  fourteen  dental  journals. 

Duplicates.  The  sales  of  the  year  amounted  to  1610  volumes 
and  14  numbers  for  $642.00.  On  priced  exchange  109  bound 
volumes,  2  unbound  volumes  and  252  pamphlets,  valued  at 
$68.59,  have  been  sent;  95  volumes  and  600  pamphlets,  valued 
at  $116.98,  have  been  received.  On  piece  exchange  38  volumes 
and  1,099  numbers  have  been  received.  In  addition,  36  bound 
volumes,  7  unbound  volumes,  and  19  pamphlets  have  been 
sent  to  the  State  Library  of  Massachusetts  in  partial  return  for 
many  documents  received. 

Inventory.  The  seventh  regular  inventory  has  been  con¬ 
tinued.  Nearly  all  the  shelves  of  the  Department  of  Applied 
Sciences  have  been  read,  93  serious  misplacements  corrected, 
and  36  books  not  found.  Of  these  one  is  known  to  have  been 
stolen,  six  are  in  temporary  binders  and  are  most  probably 
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misplaced,  and  many  of  the  others  are  of  a  character  to  warrant 
the  supposition  that  they  also  are  misplaced,  especially  as  eleven 
of  the  30  reported  missing  in  1909  have  been  found. 

From  the  main  Reading  Room  seven  books  were  lost  but 
six  were  recovered,  of  which  one  was  lost  in  1906,  one  in  1908, 
two  in  1909,  and  two  in  1910.  The  Senn  Room  has  not  been 
so  fortunate,  having  lost  34  volumes,  although  the  detection  of 
one  thief  and  his  punishment  by  six  months  imprisonment 
brought  about  an  almost  complete  stoppage  of  the  thefts  for  a 
time.  Twenty  volumes  were  recovered  from  him,  twelve  of 
which  had  been  taken  in  1910  and  one  from  the  main  Reading 
Room.  This  makes  the  net  loss  for  the  year  from  both  reading 
rooms  1 7  volumes  and  the  total  since  the  opening  of  the  Library 
96.  Of  books  reported  missing  from  the  stacks  in  previous  in¬ 
ventories  15  have  been  found,  making  the  net  loss  for  the  year 
21  and  the  total  to  date,  199.  Six  cases  of  mutilation  have 
been  detected. 

The  periodicals  have  suffered  much  more  than  in  1910. 
Seventy-eight  numbers  have  been  taken,  and  47  mutilated.  All 
but  eleven  of  these  have  been  replaced.  The  larger  part  of  the 
thefts  and  mutilations  occurred  in  two  classes  which  have  now 
been  placed  under  guard.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the 
record  for  1912  may  not  be  so  unfavorable. 

Binding.  On  January  1,  1 9 1 1 ,  there  were  at  the  binderies 
824  volumes,  not  803  as  stated  in  the  last  report,  and  10,145 
were  sent  during  the  year;  22  were  returned  as  incomplete,  and 
10,085  bound;  leaving  862  at  the  binderies  December  31,  1911. 
About  one-fifth  were  bound  by  The  Newberry  Library.  The 
cost  of  binding  was  $10,945.00,  an  average  of  $1.05  per  volume. 
The  cost  of  shelf-marking  the  accessions  of  the  year,  together 
with  a  considerable  amount  of  repairing,  inserting  book-plates, 
and  similar  work,  was  $1,512.36. 

Catalogues.  The  Cataloguer  reports  that  during  the  year 
4,961  new  titles  have  been  prepared  for  print;  374  new  titles 
typewritten ;  57  titles  prepared  for  print  to  replace  old  typewritten 
titles,  and  7  to  replace  Library  of  Congress  titles;  4,730 
titles  received  from  the  Library  of  Congress  have  been  classi¬ 
fied  for  the  catalogues;  507  titles  have  been  prepared  for  the  co¬ 
operative  analysis  of  serials.  The  total  number  of  titles  treated 
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by  the  Cataloguer  and  Classifier  and  their  assistants  has  been 
11,961,  a  decrease  of  999  over  1910.  The  titles  reprinted  in  cor¬ 
rection  of  errors  were  49,  and  for  other  alterations  829.  Cards 
for  4,367  new  titles  and  807  reprinted  titles  were  received  from 
the  printer,  electrotypes  for  4,829  new  titles,  and  290  reprinted 
titles  from  the  electrotypers.  The  total  number  of  separate  titles 
prepared  for  print  to  date  is  82,515;  of  sets  of  cards  received, 
80,986;  of  electrotypes,  44,875. 

The  number  of  orders  sent  to  the  Library  of  Congress  on 
triplicate  order  sheets  was  8,647,  and  reports  were  received 
on  8,363,  leaving  284  outstanding.  There  were  cards  for  2,106 
titles  on  hand  January  I,  1911;  5,551  were  received  during  the 
year,  and  6  were  taken  from  the  file  of  those  previously  with¬ 
drawn;  cards  for  4,923  were  used,  and  for  420  withdrawn  from 
the  file,  leaving  those  for  2,320  on  hand  December  31.  Of  those 
withdrawn  387  titles  were  returned  to  the  Library  of  Congress 
and  2  were  replaced  by  reprinted  cards.  Of  the  5,551  titles 
received,  631  were  analytical  titles  from  310  serial  publications. 
Of  the  2,320  titles  on  hand,  525  are  for  book  orders  before  191 1, 
775  for  those  of  1911,  246  for  regular  standing  orders  and  774 
for  two  special  analytical  orders. 

The  work  of  the  Library  in  the  co-operative  analysis  of 
serials  has  been  continued.  It  has  supplied  507  titles  and  has 
received  cards  for  2,433.  Of  the  titles  received,  637  have  been 
filed  in  the  public  card  catalogues;  one  copy  of  1,098  filed  in 
the  official  catalogue;  and  872  have  been  sold. 

There  have  been  added  28,932  cards  to  the  classed  catalogue, 
which  now  contains  some  126,500  titles  on  329,492  cards, 
an  average  of  2.60  cards  per  title;  19,458  cards  have  been  filed 
in  the  author  catalogue,  which  now  contains  the  same  126,500 
titles  on  225,800  cards,  an  average  of  1.78  cards  per  title;  748 
guides  and  4,342  cards  have  been  added  to  the  subject  index, 
which  now  contains  21,800  guides  and  44,400  cards  covering 
103,000  titles,  an  average  of  0.43  cards  per  title. 

The  distribution  of  the  cards  in  the  classed  catalogue,  by 
departments,  is  shown  in  the  following  table:

Of  the  126,500  titles  in  the  public  catalogues  about  80,000 
are  on  cards  printed  by  the  Library,  about  36,200  on  Library  of 
Congress  cards,  and  about  9,700  on  A.  L.  A.  co-operative 
cards. 

There  have  been  added  12,734  cards  to  the  index  of  govern¬ 
ment  publications,  making  a  total  of  51,610  in  this  index. 
The  index  of  analytical  cards  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of 
Education  has  received  2,774  cards,  and  now  contains  9,641 
cards. 

The  total  number  of  shelves  of  arrears  of  all  kinds  has  risen 
from  about  1200  to  about  1290.  This  count  does  not  include 
the  Gradle  gift  or  the  unpacked  portion  of  the  Ehrenburg 
library,  but  it  does  include  144  shelves  of  Orientalia  not  pre¬ 
viously  counted.  The  increase  is  not  very  serious  and  it  is 
hoped  that  enough  assistance  can  be  obtained  from  the  Royal 
Library  cards  to  enable  the  staff  to  make  a  gradual  reduction  of 
these  arrears. 

Meetings.  The  Library  has  been  represented  officially  by 
the  Librarian  and  unofficially  by  one  other  member  of  the  staff 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Library  Association  at 
Pasadena,  May  18th  to  27th,  officially  by  the  Librarian  at  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  National  Association  of  State  Libraries 
and  the  Special  Libraries  Association  at  the  same  place  and 
time:  officially  by  the  Assistant  Librarian  and  unofficially  by 
four  other  members  of  the  staff  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Illinois  State  Library  Association  at  Joliet,  October  nth  to 
13th;  officially  by  the  Librarian  at  the  dedication  of  the  new 
building  of  the  Public  Library  of  St.  Louis,  January  6th,  1912; 
and  officially  by  the  Librarian  or  the  Cataloguer  at  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Council  for  Library  and  Museum  Extension. 

Staff.  The  changes  in  the  staff  have  not  been  unusual  in 
number  but  the  resignations  of  the  Medical  Reference  Librarian 
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and  of  three  senior  assistants  make  them  of  unusual  impor¬ 
tance. 

The  following  have  resigned:  Gen.  A.  C.  Girard,  Medical 
Reference  Librarian;  Misses  Sophie  Hyde  and  Edna  L.  Goss 
and  Mr.  O.  E.  Norman,  senior  assistants;  Misses  Louise  Mad¬ 
sen,  Hattie  Fisch,  Mary  Elliott,  and  Belle  B.  Gormley  and 
Messrs.  J.  W.  Gorby  and  Hugo  Popper,  junior  assistants; 
Messrs.  F.  D.  Hedges,  W.  E.  Boyd  and  M.  A.  Brown,  attend¬ 
ants;  Harold  Sheddy  and  Fred  Stuehler,  pages.

Jackson  in  behalf  of  the  family  and  executor  of  Colonel  Hunt¬ 
ington  W.  Jackson  tendering  a  memorial  tablet,  designed  and  cast 
in  bronze  by  Mr.  Henry  Hering,  sculptor,  of  New  York,  to  be 
placed  in  the  present  Library,  and  to  be  re-placed  when  the 
new  building  is  erected,  in  such  position  as  may  be  satisfactory 
and  agreeable  to  the  Board,  and 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hughitt,  it 
was  resolved  that  the  Directors,  on  behalf  of  the  Library,  accept 
with  gratitude  the  Memorial  Tablet  of  Colonel  Huntington  W. 
Jackson  tendered  to  the  Library  by  Colonel  Jackson’s  family 
and  executor,  and  that  the  Secretary  be  directed  to  express  to 
the  donors  the  Board’s  appreciation  of  the  gift.” 
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REGULATIONS 


The  Library  is  a  free  public  reference  library,  open  to  readers  every 
day,  excepting  Sundays,  from  9  A.  M.  to  10  P.  M. 

Satchels,  suit  cases,  bags,  etc.,  must  be  checked  in  the  Cloak  Room. 
Outer  garments,  umbrellas,  and  packages  may  be,  and  in  wet  weather 
must  be,  so  checked.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  service.  The  Library 
will  not  hold  itself  responsible  for  unchecked  articles  nor  for  any 
articles  left  over  night. 

Books  shelved  in  the  Reading  Room  and  in  the  Senn  Room,  except 
as  noted  below,  may  be  consulted  without  formality,  but  after  use  are 
to  be  left  on  the  tables,  instead  of  being  replaced  on  the  shelves. 

Current  periodicals,  except  those  on  the  Medical  Sciences,  may  be 
consulted  within  the  periodical  alcove,  and  may  be  obtained  for  use  at 
the  tables  in  the  Reading  Rooms  by  presenting  at  the  periodical  desk 
serial  call-slips  properly  filled  out.  Current  medical  periodicals  are 
shelved  in  the  Senn  Room  and  may  be  consulted  there. 

Books  not  shelved  in  the  Reading  Rooms  may  be  obtained  by  pre¬ 
senting  to  the  Delivery  Clerk  book  call-slips  properly  filled  out.  These 
books  are  to  be  returned  to  the  delivery  desk. 

Persons  engaged  in  special  research,  if  satisfactorily  vouched  for, 
may  be  admitted  to  the  Stack  Rooms.  Application  for  this  privilege 
should  be  made  to  the  Reference  Librarians.  All  books  used  under  this 
provision  are  to  be  left  on  the  tables  in  the  Stack  Rooms. 

Books  not  suitable  for  general  use  may  be  consulted  only  upon 
registration  and  statement  of  satisfactory  reasons,  and  those  of  great 
value  or  rarity  only  in  the  presence  of  an  attendant. 

Writing  or  marking  in  books  belonging  to  the  Library,  their  muti¬ 
lation  in  any  manner,  and  their  removal  from  the  Library,  are  forbidden. 
The  tracing  of  plans  will  be  permitted  if  done  over  a  celluloid  cover, 
but  not  otherwise.  The  covers  will  be  furnished  upon  application  at 
the  delivery  desk. 

The  officials  of  the  Library  are  authorized  to  exclude  any  person  of 
unseemly  behavior  or  appearance,  and  any  one  wilfully  violating  its 
regulations. 

The  Reference  Librarians,  in  charge  of  the  Reading  Rooms,  will 
give  assistance  in  the  use  of  the  library.
